STATESVILLE.—We publish in to- 
Uay’s Issue the folleswing CUm muni. 
eation which was written by our 
traveling correspendent some time 
since, but was necessarily crowded 
out of our columns from the great 
press of matter upon them at the 
time: 

Statesville, the county seat of [re- 
dell, is an exceedingly pretty little 
town, situated on the Western North 
Carolina Railroad, about 30 miles 
from Salisbury, and is the present 
terminus of the Atlantic, Tennessee 
and Ohio Railroad. Being built up- 
on an elevated ridge of country, and 
surrounded by magnificent forests of 
oaks, its location is both healthful 
and beautiful. The climate is nearly 
as bracing as that of the immediate 
mountain section, and much more 
uniform. Many ofthe residences are 
situated in tastefully arranged yards of 
shrubbery and flowers, and the streets 
are well shaded by projecting elms 
and oaks. Frem the rolling charac- 
ter of the surface a nuinber of the 
houses as viewed from a distance 
have the appearance of being built 
upon the hill sides. Marked évi- 
dences of improvement and prosper- 
ity are seen every side in 
the shape of handsome buildings 
just completed and others in course of 
construction. The most striking 
edifice in the town is the large and 
handsome Simonton Female College, 
which stands at the head of Main 
street and occupies the highest posi- 
tion in the town. From the cupola 
of this imposing structure an exten- 
sive view is presented. The eye en- 
compasses not only the town beneath 
and picturesque country imme- 
diately surrounding, but even the 
South and Black mountains far to 
the West, the Brushy and Blue Ridge 
ranges to the North, Kings mountain 
in South Carolina, 75 miles to the 
southwest and Pilots peak the same 
distance to the _ northeast. This 
school is ably conducted under the 
management of the Rev. T. S. Martin 
and his accomplished wife, the daugh- 
ter of the Hon. A. W. Venable, of 
Oxford. Being the central point of 


trade for not Iredell county, but 


an extensive back mountain country, 
embracing many counties, a conside- 
rable basiisess is carried on. The 
whosale and retail, dry goods house of 
Messrs. Wallace Bros. & Stevenson 
sell annually $200,000 worth of goods. 
A novel enterprise carried on by this 
firm is the trading in roots, herbs and 
leaves of various kinds of a medicinal 
nature. A large ware-house is set 
apart specially for gta se under 
the management of Mr. J. H. Hy- 
ams. Many thousand tons are an- 
nually exported to the principal 
northern and canadian markets. 
There are as many as 407 different 
varieties, bringing from one to one 
hundred and forty cents per pounds. 
From these roots and herbs are made 
some of the most celebrated drugs 
within the materia 
medica. The country surrounding 
presents unsurpassed advantages for 
manufacturing purposes, being 
threaded b numerous forcible 
streams, and thickly covered with 
timber. With the delightful cli-

COLLINS AND BLALOCK, THE CoN- 
DEMNED.— Yesterday we visited the 
cell of the alleged murderers, Collins 
and Blalock, in Wake county jail. 
They have been convicted and sent- 


enced to death upon the charge of 


murdering an old colored man in 
Johnston county by the name of Al- 
len Jones, in September last. They 
appealed to the Supreme Court for a 
new trial, but the appeal was refused 
and at the last term ef Johnston Su- 
rior Court, were resentenced by 
udge Watts to be hung on Friday, 
May 27th. Upon the application of 
their spiritual advisors, Gov. Cald- 
well respited the sentence till the 19th 
of June. 

Upon entering the cell, the prison- 
ers recognised us as the reporter 
present on their trial, and at once 
became very communicative as to the 
— connected with the trial, 

Collins is a white man about thirty 
years of age, of moderate intelligence, 
with but little or no education. He 
is a married man with five small 
children anda young wife, who are 
entirely dependent upon him fora 
support. Heand Blalock, his colored 
accessory, occupies the same cell in 
the upper story of the jail, and each 
are manacled with strong irons, con- 
fining their legs sufficiently to allow 
them to walk about the room. 

Collins spoke freely about his ap- 
proaching doom and said had no con- 
fidence, or even a hope of a pardon or 
reprieve, but asse most positively 
he would go to the gallows an inno- 
cent man ; that he was not only guilt- 
less of the crime of murder, but had 
not received ajust and fair trial. He 
asked us if there was acaseon record 
wherein a man being tried for his life 
had his counsel ruled down by the pre- 
siding judg etoa limitation of forty- 
five minutes, as was done in his case. 
He seemed to be more hurtabout the 
attempt made to prove that he had 
been implicated in corn stealing be- 
fore this murder was said to have 
been committed than the charge of 
which he was convicted. He said in 
reply to our question, if he was not 
aware of this disturbance, going on 
that night at old man Allen Jones’ 
house, he being so close at had, ‘‘I 
can only say Iam not guilty of the 
murder of that man, I did not do it.’”’ 

Tie was in very good spirits consid- 
ering the circumstances and looking 
much better im body than the day he 
was convicted. 

Blalock, the colored man, is about 
25 years of age, mee ginger cake 
color, and a married man with three 
children. He is rather more dejected 
than Collins, and is evidently ma- 
king more energetic preparations for 
the world to come than his fellow- 
prisoner. He was, however, very 
communicative, and expressed the 
same views of Collins in regard to 
the injustice he had received on his 
trial. Weasked him if he had the 
same statement to make in regard 
to the murder of Jones as that made 
by Mr. Collins. He replied by ask- 
ing us if after hearing all the evi- 
dence in the case we believed him 
guilty. We replied that our opinion 
would be worth nothing; twelve 
sworn men, mostof whom were his 
own color, had said so. Then says 
he, ‘I shall say nothing here or on 


the ac my truct and hapa ic 
notin men. Twelve men says I am 
guilty, and three Supreme Court 
Judges sustained them ; therefore my 
assertion to the contrary will avail 
nothing. I shall not here or hereafter 
make any confession or denial, but 
throw all my trust in God,” &e. 
Blalock does not desire a further re- 
spite, and says he is ready for what 
may come.

| The Decisions of the Chief Jus- 
tice in Virginia. 


Some of our exchanges, in com- 
menting upon the decision of Chief 
Justice WAITE, delivered in Rich- 
| mond afew days ago, to the effect 
that bankrupts in Virginia were not 
entitled tothe homestead exemption 
allowed by their Constitution, have 
fallen into a serious mistake concern- 
ing the grounds of the decision. The 
Chief Justice did not intimate that: 
the exemptions allowed by the 
amendment to the Bankrupt Law 
were unconstitutional, but simply 
decided that the new Constitution of 
Virginia went into effect in April, 
1869, and consequently that as the 
homestead exemption was not in 
force in January, 1869, the act did 
notapply. In North Carolina our 
Constitution went into effect in July, 
1868, and the reason does not apply. 
Virginia, it will be remembered, was 
reconstructed long after the other 
Southern States, (except Texas) and 
did not participate in the Presiden- 

tial election of 1868. Until the mat- 

ter shall be decided upon very differ- 
ent grounds, our North Carolina 
bankrupts need not fear. =| 
The Chief Justice also decided, in 
conformity to the opinion of Judge 
Brooks in this State, that the 
homestead exemption did not apply 
to debts existing at the time the 

Constitution went into effect. In this 

he agrees with the decision of the 

United States Courts, and the @is- 
senting opinion of Chief Justice 
Pearson in Hill vs. Kessler. Fortu- 

nately there are few of those old debts 

yet outstanding, except those be- 


3 tween citizens of the State, and 
| r which arein great part reduced to 
‘ 4 judgments in our State Courts.

bandry Upon the Farmer’s Can- 
didate, B. C. Davidson. 


We make no apology for yielding 
our editorial space to the subjoined 
article from the State Agricultura! 
Journa!, the organ of the Patrons oi 
Husbandry in the State. We did not 
fear that the sturdy farmers of Meck- 
lenburg, Cabarrus and adjoining 
counties, could be deceived by the 
self-styled “farmer's candidate,’ but 
weare glad tosee his arragant pre- 
tensions so suddenly and effectually 
exploded by the organ of the order. 
Until the patrons, or grangers be- 
come a political organization, and 
openly enter the arenaof politics, we 
sincerely hope that #i: the members 
thereof who attempt to use its machi- 
nery and their membership as step- 
ping stones to further their politicai 
ambition, will be as neatly disposed 
of as Mr. DAVIDSON. 

If the organization is not kept free 
from political combinations, it will 
become a refuge for aspiring politi- 
cians, and a nursery for demagogues. 
We do not object to the entrance of 
the farmer in politics, but we protest 
against his entrancein the disguise 
of an organization expressly declared 
to be non-political : | 

“EB. Davidson has announced 
himself an independent candidate for 
Congress in the Sixth District.''—- 
Raleigh News, May 30th. 


We auppose that the E. C. David- 
gon referred to above, is the Steward 
of the State Grange. Aud we are 
obliged to infer, from his course in 
announcing himself as the ‘'farmers’ 
candidate’ for Congress, that he is 
asking for and presuming upon the 
support of his brother Patrons of 
Husbandry, not because of his pecu- 
liar fitness for a seat in Congress, 
but, mainly, because he is a Patron 
of Husbandry. If he is thus seeking 
the support and influence of the 
Granges of his District, then we en- 
ter our earnest aud emphatic protest 
against his action, and call upon the 
members of our Order to rebuke his 
pretension by ignoring altogether his 
candidacy. 

And this we do entertaining the 
kindest feelings personally to the 
worthy Steward. 

The National Grange, at it recent 
session in St. Louis, issued a mani- 
festo of the purposes of the Order so 
distinct and unexceptionable as to 
call out expressions of approval and 
admiration from every party and 
every interest inthe nation. One of 
the most satisfactory declarations in 
that manifesto was the following : 

‘*Fifth—We emphatically and sin- 
cerely assert the oft-repeated truth 
taught in our organic iaw that the 
Grange, National, State or Subordi- 
nate, is not a political or party or- 
ganization. No Grange, if true to its 
obligation, can discuss political or 
religious questions, nor call political 
conventions, nor nominate candi- 


dates. or even discuss thoiw 
Its gs. ”’ 


What a pitiful evasion of this 
pledge will be our action if we allow 
members and officers of our Order to 
solicit and obtain the votes of Pat- 
rons solely on the ground of Grange 
fraternity ! 

Segregated as we are by our con- 
ditions of residence and occupation, 
we have founded a National Co-ope- 
rative Union for our intellectual and 
social elevation, and for our mutual 
protection from certain pecuniary 
burdens that we think the commer- 
cial world has unjustly and unneces- 
essarily laid upon us, These imposi- 
tions, we think, have been heretofore 
successfully fastened on our backs by 
certain secrets of the trade. To rid 
ourselves of them effectually we are 
compelled to have our secrets. These 
secrets are justly the property of our 

rand co-partnership. We exclude 
rom our deliberations and from our 
Order all who are not interested in 
agriculture. We make no apology 
for this exclusion. We say we are 
attending simply to our own business 
in our Order and are not attacking 
outsiders—not passing any judgment 
on ag nme of outsiders. But 
what omes of this triumphant 
vindication of our right to exclusive- 
ness and secrecy if, with doors closed 
to our neighbors engaged in other 
avocations, we select officers to make, 
interpret and execute laws for them 
as well as ourselves? Our exclusion 
of them then becomes tyranny—our 
secrecy then becomes conspiracy. 
_No! let our noble Order keep en- 
tirely aloof from all political contests, 
avowed or dissembled. Its promises 
are a new evangel to the tillers of the 
soil. They are to-day elated with 
hope of blessings fast ripening to 
fruition.

THE PREPAYMENT OF POSTAGE ON 
PRINTED MATYreR.—The Post Office 
Committee reported a bill for the pre- 
payment of postage on printed mat- 
ter. It provides that on all newspa- 
ers and periodicals mailed from a 
nown office of publication or news 
agency, and addressed to regular sub- 
scribers or news agents, the postage 
shall be on newspapers, &c., issued 
weekly or more frequently than once 
a week, which includes dailies, one 
anda half cents foreach pound or 
fraction thereof, and on those issued 
less frequently than once a week, 
three centsa pound or fraction there- 
of. Exchange newspapers and mag- 
azines are to go free in single copies. 
Publishers and news agents are to 
make affidavit that they will not 
send through the mails any copies of 
their publications except to regular 
subscribers or news agents or as an 
exchange without prepayment of the 
postage at the rate of one cent for 
each two ounces or fractional part 
thereof.

6. All Conventions shall be open, 
and due notice of the time and place 
of convening the same shall be given.

Committee on account of his removal 
from Halifax, was read and accepted, 
and Dr, H. E. T. Manning, of Wel- 
don, was apppnicd to fill the vacan- 
cy, after which the following resolu- 
tion was adopted : 

Resolved, That this Committee ad- 
journ to meet again in this city on 
the 10th day of June next, and that 
all the members be requested to at- 
tend.
